PROJECT 714 


Project 714 was recently launched with a speech by Joe Gilliam, former TSU All- 
American and ex-Pittsburgh Steeler quarterback. Joe was one of the first professional 
athletes to admit to having a drug problem. Joe’s speech was well received by the 
student body. 

Project 714 is a drug prevention and intervention program which operates on positive 
peer pressure and caring confrontation. Project 714 provides a program for every student. 
The program offers non-users the opportunity to generate positive peer pressure that says 
it is okay to be straight. It also enables users to receive help as well as helping those 
students who are concerned about the drug or alcohol use/abuse of freinds or family member* 

There are a number of groups under the umbrella of 714—Triple S Club (Students 
Staying Stright), and Intervention/Support group (for students who are concerned about 
their drug use), and a Concerned Persons group for students who are concerned about the 
drug use of someone they love or care for. Discussions in this group aim to help those - 
students deal with anger, frustration and fear, and to learn how to help in a caring way. 

Presently we have in place the Intervention/Support group which meets once a week. 
Each week brings new growth, confrontation, caring, and understanding for each member. 

We constantly say that mirrors get held in front of us to let us really see the inner 
self. Often it is painful, but growth and understanding occur. Feelings/ideas are thrown 
out and processed. Students are urged to see Mr. Poston if they are concerned about their 
use so that they might hook into the program. 

The largest group of 714 is the Triple S Club (Students Staying Straight). Triple 
S if for ALL students who are willing to abstain from drugs and alconol based on the 
Triple S written commitment. These students are encouraged to serve as role models and 
to exert positive peer pressure so they and other students know that it is not necessary 
to use drugs in order to enjoy life. This group includes students who have been straight 
all their lives or those who have used drugs but are now committed to a straight lifestyle 
Triple S is the place to find support for one’s commitment to stay straight and to help 
others by being a positive role model. There will be monthly meetings for education 
(Dependency, Helping, Self-Image, Success, Making Decisions, Setting Goals, etc.) and 
also planned drug-free social activities. A council made up of representatives of each 
class will help administer the program along with a Core Team of faculty members. 

Mr. Poston will serve as coordinator of the program. Other Core Team members will be 
Mr. Killian, Mr. Bennett, and Mr. Bostick. Council members are: Tommy Frist, Jr., 
President; Gantt Bumstead, Senior Vice President; Michael McNally, Junior Vice-President; 
Worcester Bryan, Sophomore Vice President. Other councilmen are: Matt Kneeland, Bob 
Whitson, Johnny Thompson, Todd Cassetty, Emmett Russell, John Smithwick, Bill Cherry, 

Billy Frist, and Brooks Smith. Officers and cbuncilmen from other classes have not been 
elected. 

To become a member of Trips S, students are asked to sign a contract. ” I agree 
to abstain from the use of alcohol and other drugs, to be a positive role model to other 
students and to support fully the goals of Students Staying Straight.” 

Why a written commitment? Signing the contract binds the group together in a common, 
positive way. It also helps those who may be tempted to use chemicals but who take seri¬ 
ously their commitment to self to abstain. The students polices himself with his signa¬ 
ture. The abservance of religious sacraments and/or the use of prescribed medicines are 
not in violation of this commitment.
